HAVANA, Juno 2 — Cuba 
announced today that three men| 
accused o £ spying* were executed 
yesterday, in Camaguey Prov-j 
ince, and two others, including 
a former provincial Governor, 
were sentenced, to prison terms. 
The charges against them were 
espionage on behalf of the Unit- 
ed, States’ Central Intelligence 
Agency.
